RE: Right to Know Law Request 19-100 
Dear Mr. Moss: 

On April 22, 2019, the Department of Labor and Industry 
(Department), Agency Open Records Office, received your request for 
information pursuant to the Pennsylvania Right-To-Know Law, 65 P.S. 
§§ 67.101, et seq. (RTKL), which is attached. The Department issued 
an interim response, on April 22, 2019 informing you that we would 
require up to an additional 30 days, i.e., until May 29, 2019, in which to 
respond to your request. 

To the extent that you requested public records in the 
Department's possession, custody, or control, your request is granted 
and a copy of the records responsive to your request is enclosed. 
However, the Department has redacted personal identification 
information that is exempt from disclosure under the RTKL. See 65 P.S. 
§ 67.708(b)(6). In addition, records that qualify as protected mediation 
documents under the mediation privilege, see Judicial Code, 42 Pa.C.S. 
§ 5949(a), are exempt pursuant to Section 305(a)(3) of the RTKL as 
records "exempt from disclosure under any other Federal or State law 
or regulation." See 65 P.S. § 67.305(a)(3). 

Pursuant to the fee provisions established by the Office of Open 
Records, the cost of fulfilling your request is $16.50 for records. Please 
remit $16.50 to the Department at the address listed below. Checks 
should be made payable to the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania and 
reference the RTKL Request Number listed above. Please remit payment 
by June 12, 2019. Further, please note that failure to pay for records 
provided in response to a RTKL request to any executive agency will 
preclude you from obtaining further records from another executive 
agency, pursuant to the provisions of section 901 of the RTKL, 65 P.S. 
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§ 67.901, and Section IV(D) of our agency's RTKL Policy, as published 
on our website www.dli.pa.gov.
